From the Mayor and Town Council  
 

Justin Watson, Actualize Studios, was present 

to discuss feedback following the distribution 

of a survey to Town Residents with regards to 

the proposed new Town website. Mr. Watson 

noted that they received 125 responses that  
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and discussed removing the No Left Turn sign 

on northbound Kensington Parkway at Kent 

Street; the Committee recommended covering 

the sign and having the Radar Recording De-

vice collect data.  

 

Mayor Furman noted that the MML Chapter 

Meeting will be held on October 26th; the 

Flinn Park Fountain dedication will be held on 

Friday, October 27th, from 6 pm – 8pm; and 

the Chili Cook-off has been scheduled for 

January 21st.  

 

Assistant Town Manager Hoffman noted that 

leaf collection will begin the week of Novem-

ber 6th and run through the week of December 

11th; the Development Review Board (DRB) 

is scheduled to convene on November 2nd; and 

announced that Richard Moten, employed 

with the Town for 16 years, has resigned to 

accept a new position closer to his residence. 

 

 Public Appearances 

 

Jack Gaffey spoke in support of the Howard 

Avenue mural and suggested that the Town 

consider other locations for additional murals.  

 

Cliff Scharman announced two upcoming in-

formational solar meetings with the Mont-

gomery County Solar Coop on November 15th 

and January 8th for Residents interested in 

purchasing solar energy through the Commu-

nity Solar Pilot Project between North Chevy 

Chase and Kensington.  

 

Martha Deale questioned when enforcement 

of the new restrictions for the west side would 

start.  

The Mayor noted that the Town was already 

enforcing the signs; however, the enforcement 

was sporadic at this time and that certain navi-

gation companies will need to be advised of 

the restrictions.  

 

Julie O’Malley announced that the  

will help in designing the framework of the 

website. 

 

Leslie Maxam noted that the Town is multi-

generational and suggested that the Town 

consider visual obstacles for older people.  

 

Jack Gaffey stated that lighter colors are diffi-

cult to see and that too many colors on web-

sites are a distraction.  

 

Joseph Campbell noted that the survey re-

sponse rate was approximately 14 percent; 

questioned if a service request system will be 

available, and whether a focus group will be 

held following the survey.  

 

Mr. Watson explained the accessibility com-

pliance of the website through the agreed 

upon contract; and stated no focus groups 

were planned at this time, but the discovery 

phase will incorporate feedback received 

through the survey results.  

 

Council Member Crimmins reported the 

Greenscape Committee met on October 3rd, 

and will be submitting a draft planting list to 

the staff by December; were updated on the 

proposed new tree lights along Armory and 

Howard Avenues; will continue submitting 

newsletter entries; and will hold a future 

meeting at Howard Avenue Park to discuss 

maintenance concerns.  

 

Council Member Bartram reported the Traffic 

Committee met on October 4th, and discussed 

the request for extending the existing side-

walk along Montgomery Avenue to Hadley 

Place; the Committee will continue to discuss 

and currently does not have a recommenda-

tion for the sidewalk; discussed adding a three

-way stop sign at the intersection of Carroll 

Place and Hadley Place and will consult the 

Town’s Traffic Engineer; the Committee sug-

gested a short-term fix of enforcing parking 

distances at intersections and/or stop signs;

Joe Campbell requested clarification on the 

intersection referenced within the Traffic 

Committee report.

Julie O’Malley questioned when limited dura-

tion signs may be placed within the public 

right-of-way, as the Kensington Historical 

Society Concert Series sign is usually placed 

out early Friday mornings.  

 

The Mayor and Council discussed the  
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proposed amendments and directed Town At-

torney Ferguson to allow A-frame signage 

within the public right-of-way between 10:00 

am on Fridays through 5:00 pm on Sundays; 

remove the material regulations for A-frame 

signs; and reduce the landscaping requirement 

from a two-to-one ratio to a one-to-one ratio 

for monument and freestanding signs.

State definitions, and the Ordinance also in-

cluded the removal of reserved professional 

parking, allowing the Council to set parking 

fines by Resolution, and allowing the Town 

Manager to take certain emergency actions 

pertaining to parking.  

 

Resolution No. R-15-2017 – A Resolution of 

the Mayor to confirm T. J. Monahan as the 

new Chairperson of the Development Review 

Board was presented. See Council Actions. 

 

Julie O’Malley questioned whether members 

of the Development Review Board follow the 

guidelines within the Sector Plan for develop-

ment.  

 

Mayor Furman stated that the DRB does fol-

low the guidelines outlined within the 2012 

Kensington and Vicinity Sector Plan, and also 

clarified that the DRB is an advisory Commit-

tee that only makes recommendation to the 

Council.  

 

Resolution No. R-16-2017 – A Resolution of 

the Mayor and Town Council supporting 

changes to the alcohol beverage article of the 

State Code to permit, under certain circum-

stances, a local Caterer's License, Class D-K

gate of Class A (Off-sale) Beer and Wine Li-

censes, Class D-K Beer Licenses, and Class D

-K Beer and Wine Licenses and amending 

certain other restrictions was presented.  See 

Council Actions. 

 

Town Manager Daily explained that the Reso-

lution includes the changes requested by the 

Mayor and Council, to include: allowing up to 

four (4) off-sale licenses within the Town by 

either Class A; Class D-K Beer; and Class D-

K Beer and Light Wine; allowing the sale and 

refrigeration of singles within the Class A 

designation; and restricting any future Class  

D licenses on advertising and/or signage.  

 

Jack Gaffey requested clarification on the dif-

ferent classes. 

 

Town Manager Daily advised the following: 

 Class A – Off-sale establishments only 

(Old Town Market). 

 Class B – Restaurants (Dish & Dram). 

 Class D – On-sale and Off-sale establish-

ment (proposed Wine Bar).  

 

Leslie Maxam requested clarification on the 

changes being made within the Resolution 

and noted that she does not support the sale of 

singles; and also questioned if a Class D li-

cense could operate as a regular bar and noted 

the importance of providing a safe and pleas-

ant environment for the community.  

 

Council Members Bartram and Crimmins ex-

plained that although singles are not allowed 

currently, there is no restriction on purchasing 

two bottles, and considering that craft beers 

are typically sold in larger volumes, the Coun-

cil concurred to allow the sale of singles in the 

legislation. 

 

Council Member Crimmins also noted that the 

Town has the ability to file a grievance 

against a license holder with the Department 

of Liquor Control if issues arise.  

 

Joseph Campbell requested clarification on 

what was meant by certain locations in refer-

ence to advertisements; noted he opposed the 

selling of refrigerated singles; and suggested 

the alcohol amendments be taken to referen-

dum.

Helpful Tips from the Kensington 

Greenscape Committee 

With Thanksgiving behind us, and the winter 

holidays ahead, time spent in your garden is 

all but over for most.  However, there are still 

some small tasks you can tend to now that 

will prepare you for the spring.  Here are a 

few tips from the Kensington Greenscape 

Committee that you can accomplish over 

these winter months: 

 

SHARPEN YOUR GARDEN TOOLS 

Winter is the perfect time of year to take a 

few moments to sharpen your clippers, 

pruners, shears and other garden tools.  When 

spring and summer come, there is so much to 

do that the task of sharpening often is over-

looked.  Sharpened tools make the spring and 

summer pruning and cutting tasks easier (and 

safer!).  Take a few moments to sharpen those  

blades by hand.  And remember, if sharpening 

tools is not something you are knowledgeable 

of or wanting to do, there are several busi-

nesses in Kensington that are happy to 

sharpen your tools for you (for a fee, of 

course).  Or, try asking a gardening neighbor, 

many are happy to help. 

 

KEEP ON COMPOSTING 

You’ve spent all spring and summer filling 

your compost piles and tending to them to get 

them to this part of the year.  If you’ve built 

your compost pile correctly, you may still 

have a few inches of compost material that 

you can add to your garden beds before win-

ter. 

 

PUT OUT BIRD FEEDERS 

Winter can be especially hard on backyard 

birds, especially if the winter is long and cold.  

You can help your backyard birds make it 

through the winter by putting out (or keeping 

filled) bird feeders for them to feed from in 

the winter months.  Tend to any bird baths as 

well to help keep a water source available to 

your backyard birds. 

 

LEAVE PERENNIALS UNCUT 

While the look of dried out flower stalks can 

make it tempting to get a jump on spring 

cleaning and cut them away, remember that 

many garden insects make use of dried garden 

stalks to lay eggs and ride out the winter.  

Consider leaving your perennials uncut and in 

place until spring – ultimately, this will make 

your garden more vibrant.

Adults $24 | Children $12 
 

www.BritishPlayers.org 

When It Snows . . .  

The Town requires all of its 

residents and businesses to 

clear a path on the sidewalk 

in front of their property 

within 24 hours of each 

snow fall.   

If a path has not been cleared within 24 

hours, a notice will be sent to the resident or 

business reminding them it needs to be 

done. If a path still has not been cleared 

within 24 hours of the notice, a citation will 

be issued—$65 for residential and $195 for 

businesses. Businesses are reminded NOT to 

pile the snow at sidewalk corners or block 

pedestrian right-of-ways. 
 

Exceptions: residential sidewalks located on 

Conn., Summit and Knowles Avenues will be 

cleared by the Town. 
 

If you are traveling during the winter 

months, please make arrangements before 

leaving to have someone clear your sidewalk.
